Too Much NaCl 


In U. S. Diets 


By ROBERT GOLDENSTEIN 


CHICAGO (AP) — Typical American diets contain from 10 


to 100 times as much salt as the normal healthy body needs, pos. 
ing a potentially dangerous public health problem of high blood 
pressure, a medical researcher contended yesterday. 


Dr. W.A. Krehl, a physician and biochemist in tne depart- 


ment of internal medicine at the University of Iowa College of 
Medicine, said a meal consisting of meat, milk and fresh veg- 
etables can contain 10 times as much salt as a healthy person 
needs even if none Is added in cooking or at the dinner table. 


"If the housewife sprinkles salt on the food before it is 


cooked and more salt is added at the table, the amount could 
be 5 to 100 times as much as the body needs for physiological 
reason," he said in an interview and paper at the annual meet, 
ing of the Federation of American Societies for Experimental 
Biology. 


Four other nutrition researchers appearing on the same pan. 


el on obesity and caloric restriction 
said they agreed with 


Krehl's observation that most Americans consume much more 
salt than they need. 


Krehl said in an interview that several medical studies 


have shown that the incidence of high blood pressure and cere, 
b r a 1 
vascular 
accidents (strokes) is higher in areas 


where 
commonly 
consumed foods are high in salt content. 


He said the normal healthy body requires no more than 100 


milligrams (a tiny pinch) of salt each day and that some high 
blood pressure patients who believe they are on a low salt diet 
actually 
are consuming more than they need. 


He said a restricted salt diet principally of fresh fruits and 


vegetables 
with 
m o d e s t amounts of unsalted meats and 


milk added contains five times as much salt as the body needs. 


Salt normally is present in meat and milk, and ordinary 


canned vegetables haw 
salt added, he said.

SEATO Ministers 
Warned of China 
By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


SEATO 
Foreign 
Ministers 


Council, split by differences 
over the war in Vietnam, was 
warned yesterday that Commu- 
nist China continues a serious 
danger to the security of the 
countries of Southeast Asia in 
spite of its internal political 
upheavals. 


Jesus Vargas, secretary-gen- 


eral of the Southeast Asia Trea- 
ty Organization (SEATO), also 
told the council, meeting under 
the chairmanship of Secretary 
of State Dean Rusk, that Com- 
munist subversion and terrorist 
activities have recently become 
particularly intense in Thailand 
and the Philippines. He said the 
war in Vietnam has not prevent- 
ed the Communists from press- 
ing such activities in those two 
countries. 


The council opened its Wash- 


ington conference in a public 
session that produced flashes of 
discord which threw cold and 
bitter light on the efforts of 
some members to ignore or 
paper over the rifts in the al- 
liance. 


Secretary Rusk used the pub- 


lic meeting as a forum to issue 
a new peace appeal to North 
Vietnam, but he offered no new 
hope that his latest bid would 
get other than the "curt refus- 
al" which he said North Viet- 


nam had given to all past over- 
tures. 


Rusk, in his new peace ap- 


peal, said "I urge Hanoi to 
make use of some machinery or 
diplomatic process to engage in 
discussions that could lead to 
peace." 


He said the United States is 


prepared to de-escalate the con- 
flict "whenever we are assured 
that the North will take ap- 
propriate 
corresponding 


steps." 


But Rusk himself had just told 


the conference that Hanoi has 
met with "curt refusal" every 
peace overture so far offered. 
And he indicated he does not 
expect any quick change in that 
attitude, speculating that Hanoi 
still believes it can win the fight 
for south Vietnam. 


In a review of SEATO*s con. 


nections with the war in Viet. 
nam, Rusk recalled many occa- 
sions on which foreign minis- 
ters like those assembled here 
had issued warnings against 
"Communist 
aggression" or 


expressed "increasing con- 
cern" about Communist pres- 
sures in Southeast Asia. 


But Thailand's foreign minis- 


ter, Thanat Khoman, bluntly 
blamed 
much 
of 
Southeast 


Asia's warfare on "Seato's In- 
action and impotency."

United States Army helicopters, 
the workhorses of the Vietnam 
war, killed 50 enemy Sunday, 
an American military spokes, 
man reported. 


In addition, the helicopter 


crews sank 20 sampans, de.

and damaged 11 others. 
"Slick," or unarmed, UH.l 
"Hueys" 
designed 
to carry 


troops and cargo, transported 
nearly 14,000 soldiers and 974 
tons 
of cargo 
Monday, the 


spokesman said. 
There are more than 2,000 


Hueys helicopters in South Viet, 
nam, the majority of them con- 
figured for troop and cargo 
transport. These aircraft are 
generally fitted with a pair of 
light machine guns, for their 
own protection. 


The Hueys known as "gun 


ships" carry combinations of 
rapid 
firing 
machine guns, 


rockets and automatic grenade 
launchers. Often the gun ships 
are sent out to kill the enemy. 
They also have the job of spray, 
ing with machine gun fire lana. 
ing 
zones before 
"Slicks" 


swarm in with hordes of troops. 


Perhaps the most renowned 
gun ships are those in the 
Ninth Cavalry Squadron of the 
First Cavalry Division (Air- 
mobile). 
Daily these pilots 


swing through the Communist- 
infested Anlao Valley north- 
west of Quinhon, asking to be 
shot at, in an operation they 
call "reconnaissance by fire." 


If no one shoots at them, 
they spray a suspicious moun- 
tain side or thicket.

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Income Taxes and Reform 


Opponents of revision of Pennsyl- 


vania's centuries-old Constitution 
have hurled the charge that such 
revision allowed by approval of a 
constitutional convention would open 
the way for establishment of a 
graduated income tax in the state. 


This is a serious charge and one 


which, had it any basis, would merit 
consideration. 
The fact is, the 


charge is groundless. 


When voters go to the polls on 


May 16, they can vote for or against 
a constitutional assembly. 
How- 


ever, they need not worry them- 
selves about the tax question, be- 
cause the assembly cannot-under 
terms of the resolution (No. 9)— 


even consider the matter. 


The convention is blocked from 


considering an income tax matter 
by a law signed this year by Gov. 
Raymond Shafer and passed by the 
General Assembly. The law specifi- 
cally says that the convention may 
not modify, alter or change in any 
respect the "uniformity" clause of 
the Constitution's Article IX. This 
prohibits imposition of a graduated 
income tax by the Commonwealth 
or any of its subdivisions. 


Such a charge, groundless in fact, 


casts suspicion on the sincerity of 
those who make it. 
It does not 


speak well of their intentions. 


We Need a Troubleshooter 


The proposal now before the Gen- 


eral Assembly which would establish 
the post of ombudsman is longover- 
due-despite the fact that no other 
state in the nation has such an of- 
fice. 


An ombudsman, under the bill in- 


troduced by Sen. Richard Frame of 
this district, would have broad in- 
vestigative powers into all levels 
of the state government, with the 
exceptions of the governor himself, 
the state's legislators, and judges. 
He would be allowed to make rec- 
ommendations, but not take punitive 


action himself. 


The office, in effect, would be a 


complaint bureau for all citizens 
with a legitimate gripe. 
Serious 


wrongs, discourtesies, needless de- 
lays, and similar complaints would 
all be covered. 


As proposed, the office of ombuds- 


man would put new meaning into the 
term "public relations," making it 
a two-way street. 
That has been 


needed for a long time, and for that 
reason the bill should become the 
law of the Commonwealth.

Rusk sees the formation of the 


United Nations, the creation of 
the inter-American, European, 
Southeast Asian, and Middle 
Eastern security parts, the ne- 
gotiation of the defense treaties 
with 
Japan, the Philippines, 


Australia and New Zealand as 
inter-connected 
parts 
of a 


worldwide 
security 
system 


which will eventually bring or- 
der Into international relations, 
if maintained, and leave the 
world In chaos if repudiated. 


This is his central theme. 
This is his main defense of 
the Vietnam *ar. 
He thinks 


the system rests on the pun- 


ishment of aggression, on the 
fulfillment of American com- 
mitments to oppose aggressors, 
with allies if possible, without 
them if necessary. 
His sin- 


cerity about this is plain, but 
what about his judgment? 


Is the Vietnam war really help- 


ing to "organize a durable world 
peace," or is it weakening the 
very 
peace 
structure Rusk 


hopes to sustain and develop? 
This is the question that is 
dividing the secretary of state 
from his Vietnam critics. The 
problem is not that everybody 
except the Johnson administra- 
tion has forgotten "the great 
central question of our day," 
but that honest m en differ funda. 
mentally about whether Viet- 
nam is promoting peace and 
order or war and disorder. 
Is the war strengthening or 


weakening the United Nations' 
Is is fortifying or fracturing 
U.S.-Soviet relations, on which 
any durable world order so 
largely depends"? Is it increas. 
ing or weakening Vietnam's ca. 
pacity to block the expansion of 
China, which is a main ob- 
jective of our policy'' 
Is it 


strengthening or weakening the 
organization of peace in the 
NATO or any other alliance9 
Is it widening the split between 
Moscow and Peking or bring- 
tag them closer together' 


Finally, what happens to the 


organization of a durable peace 
if Vietnam leads to a war with 
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China as in Korea? Rusk is 
quite right in fearing that people 
will get so deeply involved in 
the day-to-day tactics and argu. 
ments of the war that they may 
forget the larger dangers. One 
of these is undoubtedly the dan- 
ger of successful Communist 
aggression, but another Is the 
danger of opposing the aggres. 
sion so violently that it will 
bring China into the war. 


The situation at the moment 


is that the United States is in. 
creasingly backing South Viet- 
nam, and the Soviet Union and 
China are increasingly backing 
North 
Vietnam,—even over. 


coming other differences to ship 
arms via China—and the pres- 
tige of the great powers is get. 
ting more and more deeply in» 
volved in avoiding defeat. 


This is not a situation that 


can be dismissed by blaming 
the Vietnam critics for short- 
sightedness, or trying to sU. 
ence them by charging them 
with prolonging the war and in- 
creasing the deaths. The argu. 
ment between Rusk and his op- 
ponents is bitter precisely be- 
cause there are at least two 
contradictory sides to the ques* 
tion, both fiercely defended. 


The administration's policy 


of opposing the threat or use 
of force in Germany, Cuba, 
the Congo, Korea, and Viet. 
nam 
has undoubtedly main- 


tained some kind of balance in 
these places and at the same 
time 
probably 
discouraged 


other aggressions by Sukarno in 
Indonesia, Nasser in Egypt and 
other adventurers elsewhere. 


In this sense, it has helped 


"organize a durable peace." 
But pushed too far in Viet- 
nam, it could easily destroy 
what it hopes to create. This 
is the point of Rusk's critics. 
They share his yearning for a 
world order, but are afraid he 
will lose it rather than gaining 
It in Vietnam.

Chances are 
good it will slip upward a whit 
or two if current economic fac- 
tors hold firm. 


Undoubtedly this odd $78,000,- 


000 has helped Mr. Shafer and 
his fiscal beagles in the prep- 
aration of their budget, from 
which they removed the "classi- 
fied" stamp last week. 


As matters stand now he only 


needs $300,000,000 more to 
make his ends meet. 


Mr. Shafer isn't the only one 


to be thusly dogged by the sur- 
plus 
money facet. 


Some of those who mounted 


the gubernatorial ramparts be- 
fore him however were not quite 
so fortunate—or unfortunate. 


There is for example Mr. 


Scranton's immediate guberna- 
torial forebear—the late Gov- 
ernor David Leo Lawrence, who 
had a fetish for fiscal responsi- 
bility, austerity and good book- 
keeping. 


When he gained the key to the 


gubernatorial sanctum In 1959 
from Governor George M. Lead- 
er, he stalked into the legisla. 
live lion's den in March of that 
year to allow as how he had in- 
herited and therefore was faced 
with a deficit of $178,000,000. 


This rattled his jowls no end 


and throughout his administra- 
tion he fought for—and for the 
most 
part 
obtained — a 


semblance of a balanced budget, 
liquidation of the deficit and a 
peek at a surplus instead of a 
deficit. 


He almost went ouJUof office 


that way. 


In the twilight hours of his 


administration in that guber- 
natorial election year 1962, the 
facts and figures streaming 
from the gubernatorial hangout 
atop Capitol Hill pointed indeed 
to a surplus for his successor. 


However the election that 


fall 
produced a Republican 


"successor" to David ("Mr. 
Democrat") 
Lawrence who, 


perhaps because of opposing 
political faith, didn't quite see 
fiscal eye to fiscal eye with Mr. 
Lawrence. 


In any event, by the time the 


new-in-office Republican Scran- 
ton Administration got through 
going over the books and wet- 
ting pencil points, lo and be- 
hold Mr. Lawrence was pro- 
claimed to have departed with 
a $21,800,000 deficit. 


It is just as conceivable that 


had a Democrat moved into the 
gubernatorial hothouse this past 
January instead of Republican 
Raymond Philip Shafer, the fig- 
ures might well have been jug- 
gled around to show a deficit for 
that last year of the Republican 
Scranton Administration. 


A similar shuffle developed 


back In 1955 when then Demo- 
cratlc Governor Leader plucked 
the reins from Republican John 
S. Fine—at which point there 
was considerable shouting from 
Mr. Leader that he had "in- 
herited" a frightening deficit 
from his Republican predeces- 
sor. 


In any event, Mr. Shafer has 


not had to face such demoraliz- 
ing circumstance as a deficit; 
he's plagued with a surplus in- 
stead.

Inside Humphrey's Visits 


Pearson 


WASHINGTON—Vice President Humphrey's 


private report to President Johnson regarding 
his European trip was more optimistic than 
the reports appearing in the newspapers. This 
was because Hubert earned with him a secret 
weapon. 
For years, as a Farmer.Labor Senator from 


Minnesota, Humphrey has been on intimate 
terms with the socialist-labor 
leaders of Western Europe. He 
has known Mayor Willy Brandt 
of West Germany, now minister 
of foreign affairs, from the 
days when Brandt was an exile 
from Hitler. He has known Har. 
old Wilson, now prime minister 
of England, from the days when 
Wilson was a struggling mem- 
ber at the British Labour par- 
ty. He first knew George Brown, now British 
foreign secretary, from the days when George 
was a member of the British Labour under, 
ground working with Ambassador Arthur Gold- 
berg of the O.S.S. trying to win over labor sup- 
port In the Nazi-occupied countries. 


Finally, Humphrey had known two of the key 


leaders of Italy, Pietro NemU, now vice pre- 
mier, and Guiseppe Saragat, now president, 
long before they became part of the present 
coalition government. 


Humphrey's No. 1 goal was to sell the Nuclear 


Nonproliferation Treaty to allies who are grow, 
ing increasingly independent of the United States. 
The sfaffest opposition came from the Germans 
and Italians, who not only resented taking second 
status to France but feared the treaty would 
hinder their economic development in the nuclear 
age, 
Humphrey argued that, on the contrary, the 


treaty would relieve them of the financial bur- 
den of building a nuclear arsenal and would 
permit them to concentrate instead on building 
their economy. 
+ 


He reminded the Germans that they were 


prohibited by their own constitution from becom. 
ing a nuclear power, and he pointed out to the 
Italians that they Had signed the Nuclear Test- 
Ban Treaty which would prohibit them from 
testing any nuclear weapons they might develop. 


Italian leaders insisted that they couldn't 


sign away their right to defend themselves 
against the weapons of the future. They were 
worried, for example, that neighboring Al- 
bania might receive nuclear weapons from 
Red China. 
The Vice President, speaking behind closed 


doors to the Italian cabinet, pledged that the 
United States would never back down on her 
obligation to defend her NATO allies. He called 
attention to what is happening in Vietnam. 


"The Vietnam war is an unpopular, unhappy, 


painful, costly war," he declared. "Do you 
know why we are there? We made a commit, 
ment. We signed a treaty." 


He pointed out that the American people had 


sent half a million of their sons to fight for a 
small, remote country they knew almost nothing 
about. This had been Lyndon Johnson's response 
to a treaty that was signed before he became 
President, a treaty that he didn't even vote to 
ratify as a Senator. 


"Your greatest protection," HHH declared, 
"is the integrity of that commitment." 


Italian leaders, however, remained polite but 


adamant. At this point the Vice President went 
to see his old friend President Saragat. Saragat 
is the head of the Social Democratic party 
which has combined with the Christian Demo- 
crats to make the present center-left coalition. 
Without him the coalition could not exist. Saragat 
promised to use his influence to bring Premier 
Aldo Moro around to the American position. 


HumpTirey then talked to Socialist leader Pietro 


Nenni. At one time Nenni and his party were 
part of a firm coalition with the Communists 
and in vigorous opposition to Christian Demo- 
crats, and Humphrey had played a small part 
in breaking up that Communist link. He called 
on Nenni some years ago with an-introduction 
from Walter Reuther, president of the United 
Auto Workers, and found Nenni willing todesert 
his Socialist coalition with the Communist 
party to line up with the Christian Democrats. 
He said even that he would support NATO. 


When Sen. Humphrey went back to the Ameri- 


can embassy in Rome, they didn't believe what 
Nenni 
had told him. "You've been smoking 


opium," remarked the ambassador. 


"You send a man back with me to see Nenni 


tomorrow, and find out for yourself," replied 
the Farmer.Labor Senator from Minnesota. 


The American embassy told Humphrey that 


Nenni had been blasting NATO publicly for 
several years, and he couldn't possibly retreat 
from that position. 


Next day Humphrey went back to see Nenni 


with a representative of the American embassy 
and the Italian Socialist leader repeated his 
willingness to break up his coalition with the 
Communist party and support NATO if a rea- 
sonable coalition could be worked out with the 
Christian Democrats. This was the beginning of_ 
the breakup of the powerful Socialist-Commu- 
nist axis. 


So last week Humphrey again went to see Ms 


old friend Nenni, now vice premier of Italy, 
and urged his support for the Nonproliferatton 
Treaty, Nenni was agreeable. He is dead opposed 
to another arms race, and fears that the spread 
of nuclear weapons might endanger the peace of 
the world. He promised to use his influence with 
Premier Moro. 


Note—Should Nenni pull his Socialist deputies 


out of the coalition government, that government 
would fall. That's why Humphrey Is confident 
Italy will sign the Nonproliferation Pact. 


A column on Humphrey's talks with General

ploys handicapped workers to 
restore items of this sort and 
which then sells the repaired 
merchandise to its thrift shops. 
The organization would have re. 
ceived a welcome donation; the 
handicapped worker would have 
had a Job and the money paid by 
a customer for my toaster would 
have helped pay his or her sal, 
ary; I would have had a tax de- 
duction for the fair value of my 
contribution. 
It's past April 15, you've filed 


your 1966 income tax return and 
it's too late to claim charitable 
deductions to cut your 1966 in- 
come tax to the legal minimum. 


But now it's annual spring 


cleaning season, and precisely 
the right time to start accumu- 
lating 
charitable deductions 


which will help cut your 1967 
income tax to its legal mini, 
mum. 


H you are a typical family, 


these are the weeks in which 
you go through your closets, 
drawers, etc., and discard un- 
wanted but still usable cloth, 
ing, furniture, toys, appliances, 
equipment.

seeking them. 


While there are hundreds of 


thousands of worthwhile chari- 
ties, there are only a compar- 
ative few nationwide organiza- 
tions which collect used mer- 
chandise on a large scale for 
resale {Salvation Armv. Voliw- 
tJers of America, Goodwill In- 
dustries, Inc. are among the 
well-known names.} 


Of these, Goodwill is the lead- 
ing 
non-profit 
organization 


which has as its central aim the 
rehabilitation 
of the handi- 


capped, which employs 
dis- 


abled persons to restore donat- 
ed merchandise of every des- 
cription and which then sells the 
repaired items In its thrift 
shops to help pay the workers' 
salaries. 


If Pd given my dented toaster 


to Goodwill it could have been 
restored to almost new condi- 
tion. The organization would 
have furnished me with a tax 
statement evaluating the ap- 
pliance if I had requested the 
statement in a note sent with the 
item. I would have helped em- 
ploy a disabled person who 
otherwise might have been on 
welfare and absorbing our tax 
dollars. Handicapped workers 
at Goodwill earn nearly $40 
million a year, pay more than 
$2.5 million in Federal and 
State taxes annually. 


Obviously, hosewives are not 


the only ones who can save on 
taxes by charitable contribu- 
tions of merchandise. 


If you are a businessman about 


to spring-clean your office, you 
should check what tax savings 
you could achieve from a con- 
tribution of your used furniture 
and equipment. The total would 
depend on the amount of de- 
preciation 
you already have 


claimed on your office things. 


Or if you are a businessman 


with unsold new inventories, 
you may prefer the tax breaks 
from a donation to the chore Of 
liquidating. As an illustration, 
say you head a corporation 
which earns more than $25,000 
a year and which sells mer- 
chandise at a 40 per cent mark- 
up.Say you donate $1,000 of your 
unsold inventories (cost to you 
$600.) 
Your corporation gets 


a $1,000 charitable deduction 
which will save you $480 in 
taxes (48 per cent tar rate.)

Football Flashback 


NEW YORK—By mid.January most football fans were slightly 


punchdrunk from the heavy pounding they had been getting on 
their television screens through saturation coverage of a long 
and over-exposed season. 
But they have recouped in the 


intervening three months and were able to take without wincing a 
highlight film of The Superbowl Extravaganza that the tubes 
whisked into their homes the other night. It was much more 
fascinating in capsule form than it was in the original. 


One noticeable change has occurred since the 35-10 crushing 


of the Kansas City Chiefs of the American Football League by 
the Green Bay Packers of the National Football League. Before 
the game and for a time afterward, theN.F.L. was oolite almost 
to the point of deference, lavishly praising the other league 
as a feared and respected foe. 


But there was no shilly-shallying in the cinema reprise. 
The N.F.L, was gloating about its superiority. Come to think 
of it, though, Green Bay was superior, especially in the second 
half, when the Packers lowered the boom on the Chiefs and 
turned a relatively close game into a runaway. What gave the 
film an extra appeal were some intimate sideline shots. 


When Max McGee scored his second touchdown, he trotted to 


the bench and Jim Taylor gave him an approving whack on the 
back. 


"That shakes 'em up, baby," he said. It sure did. 
There was another moment not far from the end when Donny 


Anderson, the $650,000 bonus baby, swept wide and trampled all 
over Fred (The Hammer) Williamson, the boastful Chief defender 
whose karate-like hammer slashes v/ere supposed to make the 
Packers beg for mercy. Anderson knocked him colder than a 
Kansas City winter. 


"Who's out?" asked a smiling Herb Adderly. 
"The Hammer got it," said Willie Davis, laughing in delight. 
Unfortunately the sound track missed Fuzzy Thurston's classic 


crack about the wealthy rookie. 


"Anderson must have it him with his wallet," said the droll 


Fuzzy. 


By that time the Packers were relaxed and happy. But there 


were anxious moments earlier when Len Dawson, the slick Chief 
quarterback, performed acts of legerdemain with the ball, faking 
to the fullback and then throwing passes against a defense that 
put no pressure on him. Eventually, though, the wise Packers 
stopped going for the fake and rushed in to give Dawson a dread, 
ful going-over, smothering him thoroughly. At one point the 
camera flashed onto Hank Stram, the Kansas City Coach, staring 
onto the field. 


"He ponders an impossible problem," said the narrator. The

they had to be Bart Starr, the quarterbacking architect of the 
victory, and McGee, his main accomplice in a destructive passing 
attack.

N.Y., on Feb. 10 that he had 
crushed a nationwide betting 
syndicate and that he had evi- 
dence that one of the leading 
coaches in the country had bet 
on his own team. 


Cahn has declined to identify 


the coach, except to say he was 
not from the east. 


"We have been frustrated...in 


our efforts to discharge the re- 
sponsibility which has been giv- 
en to our office by the member 
institutions of the association," 
Byers wrote Sports Editor Ben. 
ny Marshall in response to a 


request for a progress report. 


Cahn had said earlier that he 


would not release the name of 
the coach he said had bet, 
"chiefly because I don't want 
to." 


Asked for his position, Cahn 


issued a statement from his Mi« 
neola, N.Y., office which said: 


"Whenever I believe that the 


ends of justice will be served by 
the public release of informa- 
tion, I'll do so. Until that time 
I will continue to investigate all 
matters in my office without 
premature 
disclosure which 


will, in my opinion, dramatical, 
ly affect the outcome of the in.

the East German Communist 
party convention in East Berlin, 
Brezhnev said;

Vietnamese — would be even 
more efficient and the fiasco for 
the adventure of the imperialis* 
tic aggressors could be reached 
considerably faster if there was 
a united action of all socialistic 
countries, including China, in 
the planning and practical help 
for the fighting Vietnamese peo- 
ple."

through a "new international 
deliberation of the Communists 
which Is put on the agenda by 
the development Itself." 


"Many fraternal parties have 
spoken in favor for such a delib- 
eration which would be attended 
by all parties Interested in 
closing the Communist ranks," 
he said.

County. 


The appeal was taken from 


the Court of Common Pleas of 
Butler County, which upheld the 
Community College Act of 1963. 


The Supreme Court in an 


opinion written by Justice Her. 
bert B. Cohen said the legisla- 
tive power to provide for a sys- 
tem of community colleges is 
clear. 
The high court said in an 


unanimous decision that there 
was no direct delegation of the 
taxing power to the board of 
trustees of a community college 
by the act. 


The Community College Act 


was passed in 1963 and amend. 
ed in 1965, to correct constitu- 
tional deficiencies which gave 
unlimited powers to the college 
trustees to incur debt. 


The court's ruling has been 


awaited by a number of local 
sponsoring groups throughout 
Pennsylvania who sought to set 
up community colleges under 
the act. 


"We fend no present unconsti- 


tutional impediment in the act, 
Justice Cohen wrote. 


The act, he wrote, places all 


fiscal authority, both theexpen.

The taxpayers also argued that

There will be 100 million more people knocking around the 
country by the year 2000, just in case you're interested. Statis- 
ticians who work with that sort of thing- say population in the 
United States grows at the annual rate of 1.2 per cent, com. 
pounded each and every year. 


In 1960, according to the official census, there were 179,323- 


175 people in the U.S. That number will increase to 282,168,- 
486 by 2000-give or take a few thousand. At least that's what 
the tables show. 


You see, it's an interesting fact that since 1890, population 
growth has moved along every 10 years at a steady 12 per cent 
or thereabouts. That means the population figure doubles at a 
rate of 40 years, then 55 years, and so on up the scale. It's 
a kind of progression thing, as I understand it. 


What does all of this mean'' 
Well, for one thing, the pro- 


gression is just reversed when you apply technology. For in- 
stance, you have 180 million people kicking around the nation 
with a given level of production that meets the demand. 


But when you have 280 million people, you have a totally dif- 


ferent figure of production to meet a totally different demand. 
Take food, for instance; you know there will be a greater need 
and a shorter supply, because sooner or later the peak of pro- 
duction is reached. That's true for any raw material-there's 
only so much available. 


You can see, then, that there's a monumental problem here. 


We are moving inexorably to a point where we will be sorely 
pressed to meet our responsibilities—where we will face prob- 
lems that will dwarf even the worst we have today. 


What is our answer9 
We can only hope that education will 


lead to increased knowledge, which in turn will lead to a hu- 
mane solution. 


And down in Tennessee, they're still ouibbling about wheth- 


er we evolved from monkeys. My reaction is one of wonder. 
Ing not what we evolved from, but what we are evolving to.

RISK FACTORS IN STROKE 


Hypertension Increases the risk of a stroke. The 


height of the blood pressure is not so important as 
whether tension has encouraged the brain arteries to 
harden. 


A normal artery can withstand considerable pressure 


but a narrowed and thickened vessel is more suscep- 
tible to rupture or obstruction by a clot. 


Approximately 60 per cent of stroke victims have 


hypertension. Seventeen per cent have diabetes which 
also predisposes them to arteriosclerosis. 
Many of 


these individuals also have hardening of the coronary 
vessels making them vulnerable to heart attack. 


High blood pressure also accelerates this condition. 
In this regard it is one of the high risk factors in the 
development of a heart attack (coronary thrombosis) 
Statistics show that the chance of developing coronary 
disease is more than twice as high when hypertension 
exists. 
The risk increases when the cholesterol is 


elevated or the individual is obese or smokes. 


Have the blood pressure taken periodically and be 


treated when it is elevated. 
Many medicines lower 


the tension and help to minimize the risk of a stroke 
or heart attack. 
The sooner this is done the better 


because there is a point of no return after the pressure 
is elevated for many years. At this stage, it makes 
no difference whether or not the pressure is reduced. 


Remember, it is not the height of the blood pressure 


that counts, but what the tension is doing to you.

it offers no clew as to the amount of blood flowing 
thru the artery, an important consideration in arterio- 
sclerosis.

the consent of the Senate as the 
Attorney General and all other 
cabinet officers are now ap- 
pointed. 


19. 
Future Governors and 


Lieutenant Governors will be 
permitted to serve for two suc- 
cessive terms instead of being 
limited to one term at a time 
as under the present Constitu- 
tion. 


20. 
Provision is made that 


the Lieutenant Governor shall 
be chosen jointly with the Gov- 
ernor by the casting by each 
voter of a single vote applicable 
to both offices. Thus, it will not 
be possible at the same election 
to have a Governor of one party 
elected and the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor of another party. 


21. The voting rights of the 


Lieutenant Governor as Presi- 
dent of the Senate are clari- 
fied. 


22. The Board of Pardons is 


completely reorganized. 
The 


new Board will consist of the 
Lieutenant Governor as Chair- 
man, 
the 
Attorney General 


and three other members ap- 
pointed by the Governor to serve 
for 
staggered terms of six 


years. 
One of the appointed 


members would be a lawyer, an- 
other a penologist, and the third 
a medical doctor, a psychiatrist 
or psychologist. 


23. As in the case of theGov- 


ernor and Lieutenant Governor 
both the Auditor General and 


State Treasurer by immediate 
succession from the position of 
State Treasurer to that of Audi- 
tor General. 


24. The residence require- 


ment for voting will be 90 days 
in 
all cases 
instead of the 


present one year for persons 
coming into the state for the 
first time, and six weeks for 
those who formerly were quali. 
f led electors or native-born citi- 
zens of Pennsylvania and who 
removed from Pennsylvania and 
returned. 


25. At present two separate 


sections of the Constitution (Ar- 
ticle Vm, Sections 6 and 18) deal 
with the matter of absentee 
voting. These sections will be 
consolidated into one. 


26. Overseers of election are 


abolished. 
The constitutional 


provision permitting the Courts 
of Common Pleas to appoint 
these officers has become un- 
necessary in view of the passage 
of the Watcher's Act of 1963.
